AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OB‘,’

TORRANCE PROVIDING FOR

PROTECTION OF TREES AND

SHRUBBERY ON THE PUBLIC,

STREETS AND OTHER PUBLIC

PLACES IN THE CITY OF TOR-

RANCE_. AND PROVIDING A

PENALTY FOR THE VIOLATION

HEREOF. .

The Board of Trustees of the City
of Torrance do ordain as folows:
SECTION 1.

It shall be unlawful for any per-
son, firm or corporation to trans-
plant, remove, or in any wise injure
or cause the transplanting, removal
defacing, or injury of any trees,
plants, or shrubbery located on any
public street, alley, parking, or
parks within the City o} Torrance.
SECTION 2.

Any violation of this ordinance
shall be punishable by a fine of not
to exceed Two . Hunderd Dollars
($200) or by imprisonment not to

exceed thirty (30) days or both.

The City Clerk shall certify to
the passage of this ordinance by a

Trustees, and cause the same to be
published once in the Torrance Her-
ald, a weekly newspap.. .c general
circulation, printed and published
in the said City of Torrance, and
thereafter this ordinance .shall be
in full force and effect.

2500 BBLS.

Local Banker Is Happy |
Over Well In Which
He Has Interest

J. B. Hines, president of the State
Exchange bank of Torrance ls as
happy as the father of a 12-pound
boy and heir, and rightfully so, for
an_ oil well in which he has an
interest located ‘in the Signal Hill
district ‘“‘came in"’ Tuesday at four
o'clock and at last accounts was
pouring “black gold” into the re-
ceiving tnks at the rate of 2,500
barrels a day.

The Hines’ “‘gusher” is called the
‘“‘Hoover No. 1” and is on the north-
west slope of Signal Hill, adjoin-
ing the famous “50-50" that has
been consistently yielding about
3,000 barrels daily for a period of
several months.

The drill crew of the Hoover
Struck oil sand at a depth of 3,100
feet and on Tuesday whem a depth
of 3,450 feet had been reached, the
expected happened, and the derrick
crew, and the adjoining property
was deluged with oil. Mr. Hines
was informed just as he was closing
the bank and hurried to Long Beach
where he arrived in time to see
the immense flow, before it was
cut down through a three-eighths
“bean.” The cutting down of out-
put was necessary as the company’s
storage tanks are able to store only
3,000 barrels and the full flow will
not be permitted until connections
with pipe linesxare completed.

“While all -oil operations are
largely a gamble and a matter of
chance,” said Mr. Hines, “in this

particular case I felt that the ele-
ment of chance was eliminated so
far as possible, for I purchased my
interest in the well on the strength
of the drillers’ reputation. These
men, Rogers and Ewdards, -I had
known for years as the most suc-
cessful and conservative drillers in
Oklahoma and when they informed
me that the prospects for oil in
this particular well were unexcelled
I made an investment of several
thousand dollars, paying for the
land at the rate of $24,000 per acre.
The well was drilled and put on
production in just forty-five days,
which is somewhat of a record, and
if the flow continues, as we have
every confidence it will, I shall
have my original investment re-
turned within sixty days.

“BEdwards informs us that the oi’
is of the best grade and that an
estimate of 2,500 barrels is a con-
servative one. The well is on, what
is known as the Henderson Petrol-
eum Lease and Mr. Henderson now |
has ten producers on this property.
Another well. will be immediately
drilled on the same property, mak-
ing two on the one acre of ground,
in which I and my associates are
interested.”

In referring to the oil situatjon
in and about Torrance Mr. Hines
was enthusiastic and said:

“From what I have learned and
seen and from conferences with
practical geologists and - oil men
I am convinced that Torrance will
be producing oi: when Signal Hill
is forgotten.

“In making this statement 1T am
not detracting from the wonderful
productiveness of the Ilatter, but
pointing to the fact that the num-
ber of wells in the Porrance district
will never be so great in number
as in the Signal Hill and Santa
Fe districts owing to the large
parcels of land that are being
leased and sold to the various oil
companies,

“In the other districts derricks
are so close together as they can
be copstructed while in the Tor-
rance field the land is cut up into
not less than three acres and from
that to thirty. Therefor it stands
to reason the fewer wells that are
drilled and produce, the longer the
supply of oil will last and I look
to see the local field a steady pro-
ducer over a period of many years,
rather than a sensational short-
lived field, as s bound to be the
case in other erowded districts,”

The supply ot eight-inch pipe to
be used in the new line is due to
arrive by steamer from the north to-
day and as soon as it can be distri-
buted along the line, the work of
laying it will begin.
